It Is good 
practice to equalize the w ear on each 
brake. 
Tile sen d ee brake is the one 
most used, therefore w hen opportunity 
offers it would seem advisable to use 
the emergency bruke. T he term em er­ 
gency dxH*s not spec ll on fly apply to 
esses of em ergency, but is rath er an 
extra set »»f brakes for use should the 
service brake fall to act at any time. 
The driver m ust exercise Judgm ent in 
the use of his brakes and should keep 
both in equally gooxl condition. 
Th© 
m ain objection to using the emergency 
brake in coasting t» th a t w hen it is set 
there is no great am ount of elasticity 
to it. In goiug dow n a hill with the 
em ergency brakes set one often en­ 
counters w ater ridges, which are apt 
to snap the brake reals if set too tight. 
W hen n car hits these ridges th ere is 
more or loss elongation, which causes 
ib«* additional strain.

teased a long tall, a pair <*f batlike 
xx lugs, four heavily clawed feet ami 
a wolfish bead, tile Juws of which 
w ere 
arm ed 
with 
very 
formidable 
teeth. 
The tongue xvas barbell with 
fire, and fury issued from the mon 
ster's mouth, aud tile head bote a 
crest. 
Dragons were the most xvii*Wed 
and 
vindictive of 
creatures. 
They 
seem alw ays to have been in a low 
©ring rage aud s|»ent tin* greater j*or 
tion of their time in rushing up and 
down the 
rf ll destroying everything 
that cam© iii their {intti. 
’Hie origin of dragons xvas a disputed 
I point 
am ong 
medieval 
naturalists. 
Some m aintained that these anim als 
were generated by the heat of india. 
O thers were of opinion that the volca­ 
no©© of Ethiopia used to belch fx*rth 
the nnmsters. 
One scientist. John Leo 
by name, declared the dragon to be a 
hybrid, a cross betw een an eagle ami 
a xvolf.
